1 . Claims 1 -1 8 are pending in the instant application. 

2. Priority 

This application is file on 04/05/2005, which is a 371 of 
PCT/US03/36806. filed on 11/18/2003. which claims benefit of 
60/428,315. foiled on 11/22/2002 and claims benefit of 60/472.655. filed 
on 05/22/2003. 

3. Claim Rejections • 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112. second paragraph. 

as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claini 

the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. There is no 

reaction step to prepare compounds of formulas (IX and IXa) from the 

formulas (VIII or Villa). Therefore, there is a lack of step in the claims 1 . 

Correction is required. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected because there is no period at the end of the 
sentence. Correction is required. 

5. Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying 
out his invention. 
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Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claims 
contain subject matter, which was not describe in the specification in such 
a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 
inventors, at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

Claims 1-15 lack description of the claim i.e. " leaving group". 
Applicant disclosed the definition for leaving group in standard texts on 
page 4. The definition for "leaving group", which is incorporated of 
reference, is not proper. Therefore, the specification lacks description of " 
leaving group". 

6. Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 16-18 are patentable over Guay et al., US 6,743,802. The 
reference teaches a process of purifying analogues compound, which has 
isopropyl N-substituent instead of the cyclopropyl N-substituent as the 
instant application. Therefore, the claims are free of prior art.
